THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Doctors No Longer Lump 
Kidney Ailments Together 


By WAYNE 


Things were fafrly simple 


in the old days when doctors 
referred to all types of kid- 
ney disease as nephritis or 
Bright's disease. The catch 
was that the treatment used 
wasn't equally effective in all 
patients. Although this may 
be true of any disease, it is 
especially true when three or 
four diseases are lumped to- 
gether under an 
umbrella 


diagnosis. 


Years of patient study have 


revealed that in addition to 
several types of true nephri- 
tis, which are fairly closely 
related, there are two types 
of kidney disease which are 
quite different — nephrosis 
and nephrosclerosis. 


The term nephrosis covers 


a group of diseases in which 
the urine is loaded with al- 
bumin, the albumin level of 
the blood is markedly sub- 
normal and there is water- 
logging of the tissues. The 
underlying 
kidney 
damage 


may be due to an allergy, 
poison ivy, insect stings, an 
infection, l u p u s erythema- 
tosus or poisoning with heavy 
metal compounds, such as 
those of mercury, gold or bis- 
muth. The first symptom is 
often puffiness of the face! 
There may also be an accum- 
ulation of fluid in the ab- 
dominal cavity, loss of ap- 
petite and general pepless- 
ness. 


Treatment is directed first 


?t the cause if it can be de- 
termined. The diet should be 
high in protein and as nearly 
salt-free as possible, as long 
as there is any evidence of 
waterlogging. Drugs of the 
cortisone group are usually 
given. Good r e s u l t s with 
other drugs have also been 
reported. 


Nephrosis is seen in chil- 


dren 
more often than in 


adults but is more serious in 
adults. Recurrences are com- 
mon. 


Nephrosclerosis is a com- 


plication of malignant hyper- 
tension which, in turn, is a 
result of a combination of 
persistent 
high blood pres- 


sure and hardening of the 
arteries. The kidney ailment 
occurs only after many years 
of uncontrolled high blood 
pressure and is associated 
with swelling of the retina 
and a resultant blurring of 
vision. 


Since very little can be 


done for this disease, vigorous 
measures to c o n t r o l high 
blood p r e s s u r e should be

Selling House Means 
More Detailed Return 


By IUY BE CRANE 


Newipaper Enterpriie Ann. 


A loss on the sale of your 


home is never deductible on 
your income tax return. A 
gain may or may not be tax- 
able depending upon your age 
and other circumstances. 


Like the sale of any other 


asset, accounting for the sale 
of a home where there is a 
gain must be done on Sched- 
ule D, a special supplement 
to Form 1040. 


Let's assume you sold your 


home at a profit and that you 
are under 65. What happens? 


You have a currently taxed 


profit only if the adjusted 
sales price of the home you 
sold exceeds the cost of a new 
home purchased or construct- 
ed within the 
appropriate 


time period. 


The adjusted -sales price is 


your gross selling price re- 
d u c e d by "fixing up ex- 
penses" and "selling ex- 
penses." 


"Fixing up expenses" are 


those costs undertaken to 
make your home more salable. 
They include painting, deco- 
rating and repairs. They must 
have been made within 90 
days before the sale was con- 
tracted for and paid for with- 
in 30 days after the sale to 
be considered. 


Selling 
expenses 
include 


real estate commissions, ad- 
vertising expense and legal 
fees in connection with the 
sale. 


If your replacement home 


costs as much or more than 
the adjusted sales price of the 
former home, the tax on any 
gain is deferred. You may 
take advantage of this special 
tax break only if you buy a 
new home within one year be- 
fore or after the sale of your 
former home. If you are build- 
ing a replacement home, you 
must have started it within 
one year of the sale of the old 
and occupied it within 18 
months of the sale of the old 
home. 


O.K., the replacement home 


cost more than the adjusted 
sales price of the old home. 
Does this end it for me? No, 
there is one other step to be 
taken. 


An adjustment must be 


made in the cost basis of the 
replacement home for future 
tax purposes. If, for example, 
you realized a gain of $6,000 
on the first sale, but the tax 
on the gain is deferred for the 
reasons outlined above, the 
new cost basis of the new 
home would be the actual pur- 
chase price reduced by the 
$6,000 deferred gain. 


Of course, the special tax 


break can be used"over and 
over again continually defer- 
ring the tax on any gain so 
long as you move up with each 
replacement home. 


Are the rules different if 


you are 65 or older when you 
sell your home? 


Yes. If you were 65 and 


you sold a home that had 
been your principal residence 
for at least five of the eight 
years before the sale, you 
have no taxable gain if the 
adjusted sales price was $20,- 
000 or less. It makes no dif- 
ference how great the profit 
may have been. 


If the adjusted sales price 


was more than $20,000, the 
Eart of the profit which would 


e tax free is the ratio be- 


tween $20,000 and the adjust- 
ed sales price. Assume your 
adjusted sales price was $30,- 
000 and your profit $15,000. 
In this case, $20,000 being 
two-thirds of $30,000, two- 
thirds of your $15,000 profit 
would be tax free. Only the re- 
maining third or $5,000 would 
be taxable. 


Exclusion of gain under 


this provision can be elected 
only once in a lifetime.

Chiang Ready 
to Return 
to Mainland 


By SPENCER DAVIS 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Chi- 


nese 
Nationalist Ambassador 


Chou Shu-kai said today Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek is ready 
to return to the mainland if 
present disorders lead to gener- 
al chaos in Red China. 


The Nationalist diplomat said 


in an interview that the time is 
drawing near in Red China for 
outside direction and organiza- 
tion. "That we can provide," he 
said. 


Chou foresees three possible 


outcomes of the present situa- 
tion: 


— Success of Chairman Mao 


Tse-tung and his defense minis- 
ter, Marshal Lin Piao in sup- 


pressing opposition to their rule* 


— An overthrow of the present 


hierarchy by the Communist 
party wing led by President Liu 
Shao-chl, 


— General 
chaos resulting 


from the intensity of the current 
power struggle as rival leaders 
purge each other. This would 
leave the 700 million Chinese 
people virtually leaderless, he 
predicted. 


"That Is where we come in," 


said 
Chou. 
"We have been 


preparing for such a day and we 
cannot shed our responsibility to 
the Chinese people." 


He said the return of the Na- 


tionalists would be a "political 
operation carried out militari- 
ly." Chou would not say whether 
support could be expected from 
the United States in such an 
eventuality. 


Instead, he said there would 


not be a requirement for a large 
volume of shipping or for man- 
power. 
Chou 
recalled how 


Chiang marched north against 
the warlords four decades ago 
and unified China with only a 
few divisions at his command. 


U. S. officials said there has 


been an exchange of views and 
information 
with 
Nationalist 


China on what is going on in the 
mainland. But there has been no 
consultation under terms of the 
security treaty between the two 
countries. 


Washington officials would not 


comment on what they called a 
hypothetical situation involving 
any return by Chiang to the 
mainland. 


Chou said the Red Chinese 


army presently is looking on as 
clashes break out between the 
Red 
Guards 
and 
workers 


groups. 


"There is a breakdown of 


communications 
between 
the 


military 
high 
command 
and 


forces in the field," and it 
means that no one is giving or- 
ders to the army to suppress the 
rebel groups, the ambassador 
saldt Atlantic Jet Flight

A nth Missile 
System in 
Budget Plea 


By BOB MORTON 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
the 


Pentagon said officially today 
the question of whether the 
United States will deployan an* 
timlssile system "will certainly 
be addressed" in the forthcom- 
ing defense budget. 


But defense officials professed 


to have no indication of whether 
President Johnson already has 
made what some people consid- 
er one of the key military deci« 
sions In years. 


The services — especially the 


Army, which would direct the 
antimissile 
system — were 


watching for signs and perhaps 
an 
outright 
announcement in 


tonight's State of the 
Union 


message by the President. 


However, the Pentagon — re- 


plying to a series of questions- 
told The Associated Press: 


"There is no magic time at 


which such a decision (to deploy 
antimlssiles) must be either 
made or announced. 


"The problem will certainly 


be addressed in the defense 
budget which will go to Con- 
gress early in the year. 


"But this fact does not prohi- 


bit a decision being made 
at 


some other point in time, de- 
pending on any urgency that 
might or might not develop." 


This cautiously worded state- 


ment obviously left open many 
avenues for the exact timing of 
any announcement .5a proof- 
ing with an antiballistic missile 
— ABM - defense. 


Spokesmen said the "urgen- 


cy" 
referred to how swiftly 


Moscow moves in establishing 
its own network of missiles de- 
signed to intercept incoming 
warheads. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. 
McNamara 
said late last 


year there is considerable evi- 
dence the Soviets are deploying 
an ABM. 


His voluntary admission pro- 


vided what may become politi- 
cal ammunition for the Republi- 
cans. Already, critics are talk- 
ing 
of an "antimissile gap," 


contending the Johnson admin- 
istration has allowed Moscow to 
move ahead in the arms field. 


But the possibility that the 


Soviets may have an antimissile 
system is not the only factor to 
be considered in deciding how 
the United States counters, the 
Pentagon said. 


Also involved, it added, "are 


other ingredients of deterrence 
such as the ICBM - interconti- 
nental ballistic missile — capa- 
bilities of the United States and 
those of any potential enemy," 
as well as each country's force 
of 
manned strategic aircraft, 


submarines, active and passive 
defense measures and land and 
sea surface forces. 


The United States leads the 


Soviet Union in ICBM's by a 
ratio of 3 or 4 to 1, officials say.

Rockefeller 
Sworn in 
as Governor

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Orval 


Eugene 
Faubus, 
governor of 


Arkansas longer than any other 
man in history, said goodbye 
Monday to the job he'd known 
for six terms. Winthrop Rocke- 
feller, the first Republican to 
be elected Arkansas' governor 
since the days of Reconstruc- 
tion, took his place. Those who 
watched the drama showed lit- 
tle emotion. 


There was pomp and pagean- 


try, of course, and applause in- 
terspersing the speches, but 
even the standing ovations were 
somewhat 
restrained. 
There 


was scant remorse for the man 
who had held the office for 12 
years, and little enthusiasm for 
the 
one 
who replaced him. 


From most, there seemed only 
acceptance. 


If that was so, it was be- 


cause the events were anti- 
climactic. The situations that 
made them inevitable had tak- 
en place some months before: 
Faubus declining to run for a 
seventh term, the nomination of 
Jim Johnson in the Democratic 
Primary and Rockefeller's vic- 
tory in the general 
election. 


Had Faubus been defeated by 
Rockefeller, 
Tuesday 
might 


have been more emotional. 


As it was, Faubus was re- 


tiring undefeated when he said: 
". . . a little word that breaks 
the chain of years; it's utter- 
ance must ever bring emotion; 
The memories it crystals can- 
not die, t'is known in every 
land, on every ocean — T'is 
called 'Good-bye.' " 


The more than 300 persons 


jamming the House chamber 
and galleries applauded him. 
They stood up as he left the 
rostrum, 
gathered his grand- 


daughter, Fara, into his arms, 
and left the chamber as a pri- 
vate citizen. But most of their 
eyes were dry, and the applause 
soon faded when he was gone. 


At Rockefeller's inauguration 


that afternoon, even marches 
played by the Little Rock Cen- 
tral High School band failed to 
arouse much enthusiasm from 
the 
crowd 
of 
approximately 


2,800 persons who listened to the 
new governor accept their trust 
in the spirit of his late mother's 
favorite 
Biblical 
quotation: 


"And what doth the Lord re- 
quire of thee, but to do justly, 
and to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God." 


They interrupted his nearly 


gestureless speech 30 times, 26 
times more than Faubus was 
interrupted, but their applause 
was scarcely more than polite, 
and few members of the Gen- 
eral 
Assembly 
applauded at 


all. 


Both Faubus' valendictory ad- 


dress and Rockefeller's inaugur- 
al address were televised. 


Both men wore charcoal-gray 


suits with white carnations in 
the lapels, Faubus was wear- 
ing a maroon tie with a black 
pattern, and Rockefeller had on 
the cowboy boots that became 
a symbol of him during his 
election campaign. 


Rockefeller spoke at Robin- 


son Auditorium, before an elab- 
orate, three-dimensional back- 
drop constructed of walnut and 
trimmed with green felt. It con- 
sisted of a large rectangular 
tower featuring the Great Seal 
of Arkansas on its face, and 
two smaller towers flanking it 
on each side. A Rockefeller 
aide said the backdrop was 
built by the Arkansas Arts Cen- 
ter and paid for by Rockefeller. 


Rockefeller, a native of New 


York, becomes the state's 37th 
governor. He moved to Arkan- 
sas in 1953, and almost im- 
mediately began to build the 
Republican Party into the pow- 
er that swept him into office 
last November. Faubus defeat- 
ed him in his first election bid 
in 1964, and Rockefeller had 
been campaigning ever since.

Maddox Asks 
for Unity 
in Georgia 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Se- 


gregationist Lester G. Maddox 
appealed for unity and support 
as governor of Georgia after 
turning a second-place popular 
vote into victory in the legisla- 
ture. 


"Friends and opponents," he 


said after taking the oath Tues- 
day night, "let us join ourselves 
together and do a good job." 
3ut even as he called for unity, 
Maddox came under fire from a 
Negro leader who said the elec- 
tion 
sharply 
retarded 
racial 


progress. 


Maddox, 
51, a Democrat 


known for refusing to desegre- 
gate his Atlanta cafeteria, easi- 
ly defeated Republican nominee 
Howard H. Callaway in Tuesday 
night's balloting by the heavily 
Democratic legislature, ending 
a stalemate created by write-in 
votes. In the November election 
he had carried 130 of the state's 
159 counties. 


The vote was 182-66, climax- 


ing an all-day session of vote 
canvassing, debate and labori- 
ous 
roll-call 
votes. 
Maddox 


needed at the most 130 votes in 
the legislature. 


Maddox quickly went to the 


governor's office and took the 
oath to close off possible further 
legal complications in the cli- 
max to one of Georgia's strang- 
est political campaigns. 


"There have been a lot of long 


days and this was the longest of 
them all," Maddox said after it 
was over. He had stayed by a 
television set during the legisla- 
tive proceedings. 


Callaway, 39, a conservative 


and millionaire son of a textile 
industrialist, said at a capitol 
news conference: "I congratu- 
late him." 


Then, his voice breaking, he 


told a small group of friends, 
"perhaps We can meet again in 
another 
day and in another 


race." 


Maddox's election was de- 


scribed as a mockery of the 
right to vote in a statement by 
the Rev. Ralph D. Abernathy, 
vice president of the Southern 
Christian 
Leadership Confer- 


ence and close associate of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 


The decision, Abernathy said, 


"sets back racial progress in 
the state of Georgia, perhaps 
for a whole century." He said 
Maddox's record "stands for 
racial injustice." 


"All Georgians must face the 


fact that this selection of a gov- 
ernor suggests to a small but 
understandably embittered ele- 
ment that they should turn to 
violence as a solution to their 
problems," 
Abernathy 
said, 


calling for efforts to "rally the 
people against new attempts at 
racial exploitation." 


The issue was thrown into the 


legislature after both the U.S. 
Supreme Court and the Georgia 
Supreme Court had upheld a 
state 
constitutional provision

popular vote majority. 


In the official canvass by the 


legislature 
which took nearly 


eight hours, Callaway led with 
453,665 votes, Maddox had 450,-

mer governor. 


Entering the packed House 


chamber minutes after taking 
the oath, Maddox flashed victo- 
ry signs with both hands and 
said: "My heart is full. I am 
humbled and honored by the 
decision of this august body."

got one Negro legislator's vote, 
that of freshman Rep. Richard 
A. Dent of Augusta. Nine legis- 
lators, including eight Negroes, 
abstained.
